Transferred 
to Headquarters S. V, C. with effect from June 15, 1921. Honorary 
member of American Со.. S. V. С Represented the Company on rifle 
teams for many years. Member of American. Shanghai, Columbia, 
French, Golf, Race, University clubs and S. R. A. On leave from 
June 15, 1921, to May 9, 1922. 
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Introduction 


Members of the American Company, S. У. C., have fora long time 
felt that the history of this organization should be published. In 1916 an 
Historical Committee, consisting of Privates O. D, Rasmussen, C. L. Hall 
and W. E. Sauer was appointed, and the results of their efforts were about 
ready to go to the printer when, owing to removals from Shanghai, the de- 
parture on long leave of Captain Ransom, and other circumstances, the matter 

was allowed to drop. 


In the spring of 1922 the North- China Daily News began the publica- 
tion of the history of each unit of the Shanghai Volunteer Corps, and the 
manuscript of the 1916 Historical Committee was brought to light. It was 
felt that the facts published in the North-China Daily News, together with 
such additienal details as could be secured, should be made accessible to our 
members. 


"The present committee has therefore acted merely to compile and re- 
arrange slightly the material gathered by its predecessors, and publishes this 
brief history in the hope that it will furnish a readable story of the circum- 
stances leading up to the formation of the Company, its early struggles and 
later triumphs. 


The Committee will welcome any corrections and additions to the 
story as here presented. It is quite possible that a further edition will be 
called for, and any changes will be included. 


History 1906 to 1921 


Local histories tell us that, when the first S. V. C. was formed in 1853, 
the Americans held а meeting at which opinion was about equally divided and 
all that resulted was the passing of a resolution: “That a committee of three 
persons shall be appointed to devise measures for combined action in case of 
danger to the community." A Committee of Co-operation was subsequently 
appointed. There was danger enough the next year and American Volunteers 
came forward to link up, under their Consul, Mr. В. C. Murphy, with a 
U. 5. naval contingent landed by Captain Kelly from the sloop “ Plymouth." 
''hey formed the left wing at the Battle of Muddy Flat and fought splendidly, 
suffering heavier casualties than the other wing and acting as rear-guar 
after the action. 


We find spasmodic springing to arms after this on all of the many 
occasions when the Chinese broke out, right up to 1900, but never a permanent 
Company. In the Boxer year, however, there was formed an American 
Company. It was commanded by Captain Frank Haskell, and was brigaded 
with the Customs Company, then commanded by Captain George Lanning, 
forthe defence of the Yangkingpang line. In 1916 Mr. Lanning wrote to the 
Historical Committee of the Company as follows: “In a moment of petulance, 
when something had gone wrong, Haskell described his company to me as 
composed of “missionaries and beach-combers, " but when I had seen them I 
had no doubt as to their fighting qualities, and was quite content to have them 
as shoulder to shoulder comrades. "They broke up after the trouble was over. 
Murray Warner was a subaltern under Haskell, and there was another whose 
name I have forgotten." Mr. Lanning also paid the present American 
Company the following tribute: ‘In conclusion permit me to say with what 
pleasure I have watched the continued progress of the American Company. 
I hope it may long continue. Perhaps more than any other man, I know 
how much Shanghai is indebted to Americans for various things." 


The American Company, S. V. C., came into existence in January, 
1906, as the direct result of the “Mixed Court Riots” of December 18, 1905. 
During this disturbance there were in Shanghai harbor no American 
warships, and there was no American unit in the Volunteer Corps, hence our 
citizens here presented the humiliating spectacle of depending for safety and 
protection upon other nationals represented in the armed forces which were 
responsible for quieting the lawlessness connected with the riots in question, 
British sailors and volunteers, Japanese sailors and volunteers, Italian 
sailors and German sailors and volunteers. For its own safety the American 
Consulate was compelled to borrow from the Municipal Council two rifles 
with which it armed two military prisoners serving sentences in the Consular 
Jail, whose services were supplemented by a Japanese sailor loaned by the 
Japanese Consulate. 


So keenly was the humiliation of their position felt by American 
residents in Shanghai, that a few of the most interested, including a bishop, 
banded together with a strong platform of preparedness. Their efforts 
resulted in the following notice sent to all American residents of the port: 


Cue Mo vien 


Dec. 26, 1905. 
Dear Sir: ; 

There will be a meeting at the United States 
Consulate presided over by the Hon. Jas. L. 
Rodgers on Friday, Dec. 29, at 5:15 p.m. sharp, 
to discuss the organization of an American 
military company in Shanghai. You are requested 
to be present if interested in the project. 


Very respectfully. 
(Signed) S. A. Ransom. 


The meeting, consisting of about eighty-five Americans, was called to 
order by Consul-General Rodgers. All present were strongly in favor of the 
proposed company. Тһе general opinion was that the Company should form 
a unit of the S.V.C., but that U.S.Army drill should be used and the 
U.S.Army style of uniform be provided.

At the meeting held January 5, 1906, Dr. Ransom, on behalf of the 
Organization Committee, reported that Mr. Engelbracht and he had called 
upon Mr. Bland, Secretary of the Shanghai Municipal Council. He read 
letters exchanged between the Committee and the Secretary, and said that 
the Organization Committee recommended the election of a Second 
Lieutenant to command the company until senior officers were appointed. 
This step was necessary before the proposed organization could be laid before 
the Council as a definite proposition. 


The report of the Organization Committee was unanimously adopted, 


The Finance Committee reported that as the result of about three 
hours spent in interviewing some of the American firms with regard to 
contributions to the Company Fund, $2,300.00 had been raised and only half 
the firms had been visited. A vote of thanks was recorded to Dr. Hausmann 
and Mr. Mooser. 


Я It was then voted that the offer of Captain Sargent of the 0.5.5. 
^ Baltimore," to send up drill-masters, be accepted with thanks. 


Mr. Baldwin moved and Dr, Hausmann seconded that Dr. Ransom 
be nominated Second Lieutenant in command of the Company. Dr. Ransom 
was elected amid applause. 


For the first two months, drills were held three times a week under 
the direction of Lieut. Reddles and two non-commissioned officers from the 
U.S.S. “Baltimore.” 


At a meeting held on March 8, 1906, it was unanimously voted that the 
Seeretary protem be instructed to cast the ballot for Lieutenant Ransom as 
Captain. Private F. J. Raven was then elected to be First Lieutenant. In 
addition to Dr. Ransom, who has from the date of its very inception labored 
unceasingly for the welfare of the American Company, there were a num ber 
of men whose energy and ability were never exhausted in the interests of the 
organization. They аге: W. Е. Sauer, Е. J. Raven, Е. Zillig, T. C. White. 


The newly formed Company went about its training with great 
enthusiasm. For a time the records of the Acting First Sergeant show 
almost perfect attendance, but the interest soon lapsed and we find less than 
one-third the available strength reporting for drill. Recruiting also fell off, 
and in 1909 we find the strength of the Company to be but 32, which appears 
to be the low-water mark. From then on the numbers steadily increased, 
until in 1912 the membership stood at about 75, which was again reduced in 
1915 to about 50. In 1918, following the entrance of the United States into 
the War, the Company attained its greatest strength, 132 of all ranks. 


‘There were two calls to duty in the first seven years of the Company's 
existence, neither of which caused much of a stir, but 1913 saw enough action 
to make up for the long period of idleness. 


During the Revolution of 1913, for ten days the Shanghai Arsenal 
was besieged by rebels; bullets, shells, and fires were common things in the 


native city, and the noise of firing could be heard day and night in the 
Settlement, 


When the fighting began, the American Company was assigned to duty 
in the Great Western Road (now Avenue Foch) adjacent to the French 
Concession, to arrest and disarm stragglers. 

The rebel commander established his headquarters in Chapei, putting the 
International Settlement directly between him and the Arsenal. A shell from 


some badly aimed gun dropped in the Public Garden, wounding some foreign- 
ers, so something had to be done. 


The night of July 26, 1913, the American Company was on duty at the 
car sheds in Hart Road. At daylight Captain Sauer informed the men that 
some serious work was marked out for them іп Chapei. Тһе Company traveled 
by street car to the Markham Road Bridge. Here they found other units 
of the Corps assembled, including the Light Horse, the Artillery, and two 
other companies of infantry, in all about four hundred men going out to 
disperse about three thousand rebels. 
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It was a blazing hot morning, one fact which still lingers in the minds 
of those who participated. Crossing the Markham Road Bridge the Company 
moved forward at the double until they approached the Chapei Police Station, 
which was the headquarters of the rebel commander. Here Colonel Barnes, 
the Commandant, calmly ordered, “Occupy that building.” In they rushed, 
to find the court gallery full of Chinese soldiers with double belts of ammuni- 
tion. Fortunately the Company got under the gallery before a shot could be 
fired. When the Artillery came up the whole force quietly surrendered. 


All that day the Company stayed on guard in the heat. In the evening 
the men were relieved after twenty-four hours of duty. 


The next day Marines were landed from the naval vessels in port, but 
the success of the expedition into Chapei by the S. V.C. marked the collapse 
of the rebel efforts to gain control of the Arsenal. 


In December of 1915, the Company was turned out as a result*of 
disturbances at the Arsenal. Тһе Soochow. Creek bridges were guarded 
during the night, but in the morning the men were dismissed, 


There were no calls to duty in 1916 and 1917. 


The entry of the United States into the war brought a number of 
recruits into the Company, but it also hastened the departure of a number of 
men whose leave was about due and who went home to offer their services. 
Among these were Lieutenant Sanford, Sergeant Mitchell, Corporals 
Vaughan, Ollerdessen and Gott, and Frivate Fraser. 


Corporal Gott,a former member of the New York National Guard 
and Plattsburg Training Camp, and during his stay in Shanghai the leader 
of St. John's University Battalion, was sent to Camp Greene, Charlotte, 
N. C., where he was made acting sergeant. During the influenza epidemic 
the number of cases there was so great that there was a lack of nurses. 
Volunteers were called for and Sergt. Gott at once offered his services. 
He contracted influenza himself and died after a very short illness. 


In April of 1918 some of the ricksha coolies in the Western District 
went on strike due to an endeavor on the part of the Police to have them 
remain at certain designated stands until called, and not. be permitted to 
wander all over the streets. The coolies felt that this restriction had been 
made in the interests of the tramway company, and proceeded to 
destroy several cars. The American Company was called out and spent 
the night at the Consulate, but the precautions taken were sufficient to 
prevent any further trouble. 


May 1, 2 and 3 of 1918 saw disturbances in the Settlement, the 
hawkers (food peddlers) going on strike on account of an increase in their 
license fees. Several of the Municipal District Health Offices were damaged 
by .rioters, and the Volunteers were again called for. The American 
Company had detachments on duty at Hongkew Police Station for three 
days, sending out groups to patrol various roads in the Hongkew District. 
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In July of the same year there were troubles between the Japanese and 
the Chinese, arising, it is said, on account of a dispute between a Japanese 
sailor and a Chinese watchmaker over the strap of a wrist watch. The 
Company had the usual patrol and guard duty to perform, but the troubles 
ceased as soon as the Volunteers had been turned out. 


Not until June, 1919, was there again a call for the Volunteers, when 
as a result of the Students’ Strike and the Japanese Boycott, the American 
Company saw nearly a week of service at the Hongkew Police Station. 
These troubles arose when the Shantung Settlement was announced. ‘The 
students went on strike and paraded the Settlement with banners denouncing 
certain Chinese officials as traitors, etc. Posters appeared denouncing 
Japan. In some sections, including the native city, there were burnings of 
Japanese goods. The shopkeepers finally joined the strike, and it was soon 
realized by the student leaders themselves that the trouble they had stirred 
‘up was getting beyond their control, that certain undesirable elements were 
taking advantage of the unsettled state of affairs to line their own pockets. 
The Municipal Council decided they must take a firm stand, and a 
proclamation was issued forbidding the students to hold any procession, to 
carry any banners or to attempt to influence the shopkeepers in any way. 
Detachments of police were sent around to remove the most offensive of the 
posters, and the shopkeepers told to re-open their businesses, as they would 
not be molested. These assurances were accepted and in due time the 
excitement died down.

Non-Military Activities | 


Celebration of American National Days 


In addition to its strictly military activities the American Company has 
assumed responsibility for the proper observance of Washington's Birthday 
and Memorial Day. For some years Washington's Birthday was celebrated 
by a ball, which was one of the outstanding social events of the year. 
During the war it was felt that a ball on the old lines should not be held, so 
in 1915 and again in 1918 the ball was displaced by a minstrel show, which 
brought some thousands of dollars to Allied war funds and local charities. 
The ball was again held in 1919, 1920 and 1922, and was quite up to the 
standard of former years. 


Memorial Day observances have consisted of the decoration of all 
American graves in both cemeteries, and the holding of suitable exercises in 
the Bubbling Well Cemetery, followed by the firing of the three volleys and 
the sounding of “taps.” When there have been U. S. naval vessels in port 
detachments of sailors and marines have been sent to join in this service. In 
1913 there were five vessels in port, and the naval contingent of that year 
outnumbered that of any year before or since. We were also honored in 
that year by the presence of the Rt. Hon. James Bryce, retiring British 
Ambassador to the United States, who spoke briefly. 


The observance of Thanksgiving Day and Independence Day is in the 
hands of committees appointed by the American Consul General, but the 
American Company is usually represented on these Committees by its Com- 
mandet. Іп 1917, following the entrance of the United States into the war, 
the American Company paraded at the American Consulate on the Fourth of 
of July, together with detachments from the British units of the S.V.C., and 
French volunteers. Thanksgiving Day services have always been attended 
by the Company in uniform. 


Sports 
Rowing 

The first crew to represent the American Company was in the S.V.C. 
Fours in the autumn of 1913. The German Company, with one of the best 
trained crews that ever rowed in China, won by half a length after a 
gruelling struggle. 

In the spring of 1914 the same crews came together and іп a finish 
seldom seen in a life time of rowing the German Company won by inches. 

The war brought an end to these contests. In 1917 W. E. Sauer was 
elected Captain of the Shanghai Rowing Club and there was quite an 
accession of American Company members to the Club.

Shooting 


NorE:—For the information contained in this section the Com- 
mittee is indebted to the very complete and detailed story of the progress 
of the Company in the art of shooting, prepared for the permanent records 
of the Company by Lieut. Sauer, which cannot be published as a whole 
in this Annual because of its length. 


When the American Company -was formed there were but few 
members who had previously fired a military rifle. Some four or five had been 
members of other S. V. C, units, and two were veterans of the Philippine 
Campaign. The whole of the first spring was therefore spent in training 
the new men and meeting the S. V. C., requirements. However, beginning 
with the shoot for the *Virgil Cup" on May 29, 1906, there opened a series 
of individual and team competitions. Three team competitions were held the 
first summer, with the U. $. S, “ Cincinnati," the Maxim Company, S. У. С., 
and the German Co., S, V. C. The Navy won their match, but the others lost 
to the American Company. 


A number of good shots had been developed by this time, and it was 
decided to establish the title of "Sharpshooter" for the best shot in the 
Company. The first competition was held on December 9, 1906, and Sergt, 
L. P. Larsen won. 


The first Annual Rifle Meeting of the Company was held June 20 
and 21, 1908, at which time was also held the first competition for the 
American Company Cup. The S. M. Police, represented by Major Hilton 
Johnson, Captain Barrett and Inspector Mackintosh, had the honor of 
registering the first win on this cup. During the rifle meeting there was 
also fired a team competition with the U.S.S. "Helena," won by the American 
Company by nine points. A return match in September resulted in a second 
win for the American Company by the narrow margin of two points. 


The first two annual rifle meetings were held in June, but beginning in 
1910 these events have been held in the autumn, usually the last week-end in 
September. 


In April, 1912, the American Company won the Inter-Company 
Challenge Shield for the first time. "The Shanghai Mercury of April 29, 
1912, said: “The win was a remarkably popular one, and the team: 
Capt. Ransom, Lieuts. Sauer and Morton, Sergt. Zillig, Corps. Tenney, 
Ritter and Brown, and Privates Bell, Hykes and Harris, were heartily 
cheered at the finish of the proceedings." This competition was at that 
time held twice yearly, and after losing to the Japanese Company in the 
autumn of 1912 the American Company regained possession of the trophy in 
May, 1913, and held it until they had accumulated four straight wins. 


Not until 1914 did-the Americans register their first win on the 
American Company Cup,—since then they have won it seven times 
consecutively. 


For a time revolver shooting was popular with the American Com any 
members, and there are records of many competitions with U. S. Naval 
vessels and local organizations. During recent years this interest has not 
been maintained, partly due to the fact that the arrangements made with the 
Shanghai Revolver Club for the use of their range were cancelled, but mostly 
to the fact that the revolvers (Colt .38 Cal.) on loan from the U. S. Govern- 
ment were showing signs of wear, and repair parts were not to be had, as 
this type of weapon is obsolete. However, a shipment of the latest Colt 
Automatic pistols, .45 Cal, has been received, and some progress has been 
made in their use, as will be seen in the report for the current year. 


From the earliest shooting records of the Company the names of 
Ransom and Sauer, and, later, Hykes, stand out prominently in both rifle and 
revolver competitions. This particular combination has figured largely in 
S. R. A. Annual Meetings, International Team Matches, and the American 
Company Cup Competitions, and always with the same result. Their scores 
in these various competitions have never been equalled in Shanghai, and it 
can be safely said have not been approached in the Far East.

During November the rules governing the Inter-Section Cup were 
published, and as it is presented to the formation which has the highest aver- 
age of scores of all members of that formation in the Annual Musketry 
Course, we print below the rules for information and as a matter of record. 
It will be noted that the word "section" wherever used therein refers to а

RULES—November 1921 


1. The cup will be competed for annually (Musketry year) and 
never be won outright. 

2. Тһе conditions may be changed at the commencement of any 
musketry year by the Commandant of the Corps for the time being. !

3. The cup will be held for one year by the smallest organized form 
ation of any unit, i. e., Infantry, Cavalry or Engineer Section, Artil 
Subsection, Machine Gun Detachment. |

4. It will be won by the formation mentioned above, which has the 


highest average of scores of all the members of that formation in the Annual 
Musketry Course. 


Scores will be computed on the basis of percentage of total possible, 


so as to equalize as far as possible the scores of all, whether firing the full 
° course, or the shorter course laid down for Artillery, etc.

5. Тһе average will be computed as follows: 


(a). PRIOR TO ANY MEMBER OF THE UNIT FIRING 
HIS A. M. C, the unit Commander will furnish a nominal roll of his 
unit, showing the organization by sections, etc. 


N. B.—Each section, etc., on a separate sheet with space for 
subsequent “casualties.” 


(b). Corps Headquarters will add the names of any recruits 
to the formation to which they are posted in Unit Orders from time 
to time. 


(c). Subsequent to the submission of the nominal roll, no 
transfers will be recognized for purposes of the competition. Further 
the Commandant may disqualify all formations of any unit which has 
not submitted a bona-fide nominal roll of the organization and 
which carries out any transfers which are unjustifiable on military 
grounds, 


(d). Membership of the formation, prior to the submission of 
the nominal roll mentioned in (a) will not count in any way towards 
the competition. 


(е). The total to be considered for the cup will include all 
members of the formation, shown on the original roll, plus any 
recruits joining subsequently. ‘Those who through sickness, death 
resignation or absence from Shanghai have not completed the course 
but who have had at least four weeks to complete the course (3 months 
in the case of recruits) will not count towards the total, whilst recruits 
joining on or after Ist February will likewise be excluded. 


(f). In case of re-organization of the unit, subsequent to the 
submission of the nominal roll, such reorganization must be approved 
in detail by the Commandant before the formations of that unit can 
compete.

The General Frederick Ward Post, No. 1. The American Legion 


An increasing influx of American ex-service men of the army, navy 
and marine corps into the city of Shanghai during the spring and summer 
of the year of 1919, and the spread of the organization of the American 
Legion in the United States as the association for those men who served in 
the European war, led in the fall of the year mentioned to the formation of 
the American Ex-Service Men's Association. This association was formed 
by a small group of ex-service men composed of Major Arthur Bassett, 
Don D. Patterson, H. E. Marsden, J. E. Rowe, Н.В. Ollerdessen, and W.S.A. 
Pott. A dinner at the American Club brought about the formation of a 
permanent organization with Major Bassett, as president, Don D. Patterson 
as vice- president, H. E. Marsden as secretary, J. E. Rowe, as treasurer, H.B. 
Ollerdessen as sergeant-at-arms, W. S. A. Pott as chaplain. Тһе decision 
was reached at this time to make application to the American Legion for a 


charter as a post of this organization bearing the name of General Frederick 
Ward. 


4 Several months after the application was made the charter was received 
and the post duly instituted as the General Frederick Ward Post, No. 1, of 
the American Legion, with a membership approximating one hundred. At this 
time the post began a program of constructive work, occupying its time 
chiefly with the maintenance of an employment bureau for the benefit of 
ex-service men in Shanghai and China. During the first year a number of 
dinner dances were held, the most notable being that in honor of Colonel

Franklin D'Olier, then national commander of the American Legion, and 
Mrs. D'Olier, they then being on a tour of the Far East. à 


The organization was headed during its second year by James A. 
Ross as commander, The other officers were: Captain W. I. Eisler, vice- 
commander; J. T. Wright, adjutant; Rodney French and J. M. Campbell, as 
treasurer. French being transferred during the year; H. B. Ollerdesson, 
sergeant-at-arms, and W. S. A. Pott, chaplain. Several smokers and dances 
were given during this year but the most striking event was that of the 
Memorial Day pilgrimage to the tomb of General Frederick Ward at 
Sungkiang. ` 

The third, or present year of the post, is under the direction of Captain 
W. I. Eisler as post commander, with the assistance of the following officers: 
Judge C. F. Franklin, vice- -commander ; J. T. Wright, adjutant; N. H. Ewing. 
treasurer ; Gardner Crane, employment officer; W. Van Buskirk, sergeant-at- 
arms. Тһе annual pilgrimage to Sungkiang to the tomb of General Ward 
was again made, the trip being augmented by an invitation issued to all 
American organizations in the city of Shanghai, on Sunday, May 28. The 
Legion also participated in the celebration of Memorial Day by invitation 
from the American Company, S.V.C. 

The American Legion Post in Shanghai, by reason of the adoption 
of the name of General Frederick Ward, has undertaken the first 
organized effort to place the name of this American soldier of fortune 
before the people of the United States. General Ward, an American 
merchant marine officer, became notable in China first as an officer in the 
Imperial Chinese navy and later as the organizer of the Ever Victorious 
Army of the Taiping Rebellion, which was later led to a decisive victory 
against the rebels by General “Chinese” Gordon, a British army officer. General 
Ward lost his life in the service of Imperial Government of China during the 
rebellion and is buried at Sungkiang, where he fell. The veneration given him 
by the Chinese for his valiant services has caused them to erect a temple 
to his memory immediately in front of his tomb, which is provided 
for in the most careful manner, Ап interesting sidelight оп this 
veneration is that near the tomb of General Ward is also the tomb of his 
favorite dog, which is said to have died shortly after his master had given 
up his life. 

The General Frederick Ward Post was the first to be formed of the 
American Legion in China or on the continent of Asia, being the third in 
the Far Fast, “the first having been formed some months previously in the 
Philippines, and the second in Japan. Following its formation a second post 
was organized in Peking, and the plans of the Legion for expansion in China 
look forward to the establishment of several additional posts and the creation 
of a national organization.
